times up,and ſome times down,in our honour in the World;but yer 
never ſo low , but we might meaſure wich other Nations; and a 
People that have had a ſtamp upon them from God , God having 
(as it were) ſummed all Our former Glory and Honour, in the 
things that are of Glory to Nations, in an Epitomie, within theſe 
ten or twelve years laſt paſt;ſo that we knew one another at home, 
| and are well known abroad. _ 
| And (if I be not very much miſtaken) we were arrived (as T, and 
truly,as I believe,many others did think ) at a yery ſafe Port, where 
we mighr fit down, and contemplate the diſpenſations of God, and 
Our wercies,and might know Our mercies not.to have been like r@ 
thoſe of the Anticnts, who did make out their Peace and Proſperi- 
ty,as they thought,by their own endeavours; who could not ſay, as 
We, That all Ours were kt down 4 Us from God himſcl, Pe - 
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Appearances ahd Providences amongſt Us, are not to be out-mat- 
_ chedby any Story. :

Truly this was our condition, and I know nothing elſe we had to 
do, fave as Iſrael was commanded , in that moſt excellent P/alm 
of David,P/al.7 BeVe 3 2445 3697» T be things which We. have beard 05> 
hnown,and our fathers have told us , we Will not hide them from 


thetr children, ſhewing to the generation to come the praiſe of the 


Lord,and his trength,and his wonderful works which he hath done. 
for he eſtabliſhed a teſtimony in Jacob, and appointed a LaW in [\- 
Tael,Which he commanded our fathers, that they ſhould make them 
known to their chilaren , that the generation to come might hnow 
them, even the children which ſhould be born, who ſhould ariſe and 
declare them to their children , that they might ſet their hope in 
God,and net forget the Works of God,but keep his Commandments, 
"This I thought had been a Song and a Work worthy of England, 
whereunto you might have happily inviteathem,had you had hearts

You bad this opportunity fairly delivered unto you; And if a Hi- 
ſtory ſhall be written of theſe times, and of tranſaions, it will be 
faid (it will not be denied ) but that theſe things that T have ſpoken 
are truce " : | 

This Talent was put into your hands, and I ſhall recur to that 
which I ſaid at the firſt, ] came with very great joy, and content- 
ment, and comfort ,the firſt time I met you in this Place : But we 
and theſe Nations are,for the preſent, under ſome diſappointment. 
If I had purpoſed to have plaid che Oratour, which I did never af- 
fe&,nor donor 1 hope ſhall, I doubt not but upon eafie ſuppoſitions, 
which I am perſwaded every one among you will grant,we did meet 
upon ſuch hopes as theſe. 

I met you a ſecond time here, and I confeſs at that meeting I had 
much abatement of my hopes,though not a rotall fruſtration,I con- 
feſs that that which dampt my hopes, ſo ſoon, was ſomewhar that 
did look like a Paricide.It is obvious enough unto you, that the ma- 
nagerent of Aﬀairs did ſavor of a not-ewr.3ng, to0 too much ſavor 
I ſay of a »0r-owning the Authority that called you hither ; but 


: God left us not without an Expedient that gave a ſecond Foſſibili- 


#3,ſhall I fay, a Poſſibility? it ſeemed to Me a Probability of reco= 
vering out of that Ds/-ſatisfied ( ondi:ien We were all then in,to- 
wards ſome mutuality of Sarisfaf5o»,and therefore by that Recogo

afterwards alſo was added your own Declaration, conformable to,

ſmoothly run on from that firſt hour of your meeting. _ | 

And indeed (you will give me liberry of my thoughts and hopes) 
I did think, as I have formerly found in that way that T. bave been 
engaged as a Souldier , Thar ſome affronts put upon us, ſome diſ- 
aſters at the firſt, have made way for very great and happy Succeſles. 

And I did not at all deſpord, but the Srop put upon you, wouldin 
| like manner have made way for a bleſſing from God, that that 1»= 
terr4piiun being as I thought , neceſſary to divert you from de- 
ſtruQive and violent proceedings , to give time for better Delibe- 
rations ; whereby, leaving the Government as you found it, you 
might have proceeded to have made thoſe good and wholſome Laws 
which the People expected from you, and might have anſwered the 
Grievances, and /eti!ed thoſe other things proper to you as a Par- 
liament, and for which you would have had thanks from all that 
intruſted you. \ 

What bath hapned ſince that time, I have not taken publique 
notice of, as declining to intrench'upon Parliament Priviledges : 
T or fire I am, you will all bear me witnefle, that from your entring 
into the Houſe upon the Recognition , to this very day , you bave 
had no manner of Interr«ption or Hindrance of mine, in proceed- 
ing co that bleſſed iflve the heart of a good man could propoſe to - 
himſelf, to this very day. 

Yo ſee you have me very much lockt up as to what you tranſ- 
aRed among your.ielves from that time to this, but ſome thing I 
' ſhall rzke liberty to ſpeak of to you. As I may not take notice whas 
you have been doing , ſo I think I have a very great liberty: to tell 
you, that I do not know what you have been doing , I do not know 
whether you have been alive or dead, I have not once Heard from 
you in all this time , I have not, and that you all know : If thar be 
a fault, that I have not, ſurely it hath not been mine. PONY 

If 1 have had any Melancholy thoughts, and have ſate down by 
them, why might it not have been very lawfall to me, to think that 
I was a Perſcn judged Tnconcerned in all theſe buſineſſes? I can 
aſſure you , I bave not reckoned wy ſelf, nor did I reckon my, ſelf

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Unconcevned in-you, and ſo long as any 7uſt DAtrence could ſappor 


my expeRtarion, I would have wa.ted to the uttermoſt to have re- 
ceived from you the iſſues of your Conſultations and Reſolutions , 
I have been carefull of your Safety, and the S«fery of thoſe that you 
repreſented, to whom I reckon my ſelf a Servant. 

But what Meſſages have I diſturbed you wichall > What #m;ary 
or Indipnity hath been done ur off-red, either to your Perſons or to 
any Puviledges of Parliament, lince you fate ? I looked at my (elf, 
as ſtrialy obliged by my Oath ſince your Recognizing the Govern- 
»ent , in the Authority of which you were called hicher , and fate, 
to give you all poiltble ſecurity, and to keep you from any Vz#par- 
liamentary Interruption, | 

Think you I conld ſay no more upon this ſubject, if I liſted to ex- 
paciate thereupon ? bur becauſe my Actions plead for me,T ſhall ſay 
no more of this. 

I ſay, I have been caring for you, your quiet fitting, caring for 
your Priviledges (as I ſaid before) that they might not be Inter? wp- 
rd ; have been ſecking of God, from the great God, a Bleſs1ng 
upon you, and a Blesing upon theſe Nations ; 1 have been conſult- 
ing, 'f poſlibly T might in any thing promote, in my Place, the reall 
good of this Parliament , of the hopefulnefle of which I have faid 
ſo mach unto you. 

And I did think it to be my buſineſs,rather to ſee the utmoſt iNue, 
and what God would produce by you , then unſeaſonably to intzr- 
meddle with you. But as I ſaid before, I have been caring for you, 
and for the Peace and Quiet of the Nations, indeed I have, and thar 
I ſhall a little preſently manifeſt unto you. 

Andit lcaJeth me to let you know ſomewhat that I fear, I fear 
will be through ſome interpretation a little roo juſtly put upon you, 
whillt'you have been imployed as you have been {( and inall that 
time expreſſed in the Government , 1n that Government, I ſay ,jn 
that Government) brought forth nothing that you your ſelves ſay 
can þe taken notice of without :nfri»gement of your Priviledges. 

I will tell you ſoinewhat, that (if it be not News to you) I with 
you had taken very ſerious conſideration of ; If it be News, I with 
I had acquainted you with it ſooner : And yet if any man will ask 
me why I did it not, the reaſon is given already,becauſe I did make it 
my buſineſs to give you no Interruption,

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' Trees; Therebe ſome that chu © (a mah may ſay ſo by way of allu- 


ſion) to thrive under the: /badow of other Trees: I will tell you 
what bath r&river , 1 will not ſay, what you have cheriſhed under 
your /dadow, that were too hard. In ſtead of the Peace and Sertle- 
ment, in ſtead of Afercy and Truth, being brought together, Righ- 
teou[nefſe and Peace kiſcing each other , by reconciling the honeſt 
People of rheſe Nations, and ſettling the wofull Diſtemygers that are 
amongſt us, (which had been glorious things, and worthy of Chri- 
ſtians to have propoſed) peeas and Nettles, Briars and Thorns, 
have :brive» under your ſhadow, diſ-ſettlement and diviſion, diſcon= 
tent and diſſatisfaction , together with reall dangers to the whole, 
has been more multip!yed within theſe five 3ſoneths of your fitting, 
then in ſome Years before. 
Fandations have been alſo laid for the future renewing the 
T roxbles of theſe Nations, by all the Enemies of it Abroad and at 
Home ; Let not theſe words, ſeem roo ſharp, for they are true , as 
any Mathematicall Demonſtrations are or can be; 1 ſay, the Ene- 
mies of the Peace of theſe Nations Abroad and at Home, the diſ- 
contented humors throughout theſe Nations, wh ch I think no mar. 
will grudge to call by that name , or to make to allude to Briars 
and Z horns, they have nouriſhed themſelves under your ſhadoW. 
And that I may be clearly underſtood, they have taken the oppor« 
tunities from your Sitting,from the hopes they had,which with eaſi6 
conjeure they might take up, and-conclude, thit there would be nc: 
Settlement, and therefore they have framed their Deligns, preparing 


for the Execution of them accordingly. 


Now whether ( which appertains not to me to judge of on their 
behalf ) they had any occaſion miniſtred for this, and from whence 
they had it, I hiſt not to make any ſcurtiny or ſearch, bur I will ſay 
this, I think they had them not from me, 1 a ſure they had not ; 
from whence they had it is not my buſineſs now to diſcourſe;but that 
they had,is obvious to every mans ſenſe. 

What preparations they -bave made to execute in ſuch a ſeaſon as 
they thought fit to take their opportunity from, that I know (not 
as men know things by conjecture , but) by certain demonſtrable 
knowledge,that they have been(for ſome time paſt)furniſhing them- 
ſelves with Arms , nothing doubting , bur that they ſhould thave a 
Day fot it ; and verily. believing, that whatſocyer their former Diſ- 
appointments were ,. they ſhould have more done for them Y” and

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from our Diviſions, than they Kb. able to do for themſelves. Ido | 
not, and I defire to be underſtood fo, that in all I have to ſay of this 
ſubjeR, you will take it that T have no reſervation in my minde t0 
mingle things of G=e/s aud S»ſpition, withthiogs of Fatt , but the 
things I am telling, are of Fat, things of evident demonſtration. 
Theſe ceds, Briars and T horns, rhey have been preparing, and 
have brought their Deſigns to ſome maturity; by the advantages gi- 
vent to them, as aforeſaid, from your Sitting and Proceedings ; but 
by the w4k#v»g eye that watched over that Ca#/e that God will bleſs, 
they have been, and yet are Diſappointed. And having mentioned 
that Casſe, I fay, that ſighted Cauſe, Let we ſpeak a few words in 
behalf rhereof (though it may ſeem too long a digreſſion) Wioio- 
ever deſpiſeth it, and will ſay itis Non Canſa pro Canſa , the all- 
ſearching Eye before mentioned will finde out that Man, and will 
judge him as one that regardeth not the Works of God, nor the 
Operation of his hands, for which God hath threatned that he will 
caſt Men down, and not build them up ; that becauſe he can diſpute, 
and tell us, He kneiy not where the Caxſe begun , nor where it is, 
bur moddelleth it according to his own intelle&, and ſubmits not to 
the Appearances of God in the World, therefore he lifts up his heel 
againſt God, and mockerth at all his Providences, laughing ar the ob- 
ſervations' made up not without Rea/o» and the Scriptures , but 
by the quickning and teaching Sprrir, which gives life to the other, 
calling ſuch obſervations Eathuſiaſms. Such men, 1 fay, no 
wonder if they ſtumble and fall backward, and be broken, and ſnar- 
ed, and taken by the things of which they are ſo maliciouſly and wil- 
fully ignorant. The Scriptures ſay , The Rod has a voice, and he 
will make himſelf known, by the judgements which he executeth 
and do we not think he will, and does, by the providences of Mer- 
cy and Kindneſs which he hath for his People, and for their juſt Li- 
'berties, whom he loves as the Aple of his ege > Doth he not by them 
manifeſt himſelf? And is he not thereby alſo ſeen, giving Kingdoms 
for them, giving Men for them, and People for their lives? as itis 
in the 43. of 1/aiah, Is not this as fair a Leurezand as clear ſpeak- 
ing, as any thing our dark Reaſon left to the Letter of the Scriptures 
can colleR from them?
